Adair Co. Hospital District Votes on Tax

The Adair County Hospital District Board of Trustees met briefly 
on Friday afternoon in the conference room of Westlake Regional 
Hospital for a specially called session stemming from a court order 
signed by Judge David Tapp. The order, which called for a taxation 
rate of 10 cents per $100 of property, was implemented 
unanimously by the Board in the only item of business on the 
agenda. 

“We only have one item on the table, but it’s a biggie,” said 
Board Chairman Craig Pyles to begin the meeting. Vice-Chairman 
Neal Gold motioned to approve the tax, Board member Bruce 


White seconded it, and after no discussion, the Board unanimously 
approved the implementation of the tax. 

The tax itself will be implemented on real and tangible property 
based upon the property’s assessed value as of Jan. 1 of this year. 
Bills for the tax will be distributed as soon as the values are 
calculated. The motion was amended by the Board to specify that 
motor vehicles and watercraft would not be taxed by the measure 
until Jan. 1, 2014. Those taxes will be collected as licenses are 
renewed in the County Clerk’s office. 

The Board expects annual revenue from the measure to total

City Council Contracts With 
Municipal Revenue Solutions 

Company Will Assess Columbia's 
Revenue-Generating Possibilities

The Columbia City Council and mayor Mark Harris met for 
their regular monthly meeting Monday, and heard a 
presentation from Lyle Cheatham for an expense and revenue 
assessment for the city. Following the proposal, the Council 
unanimously agreed to enter into contract with Municipal 
Revenue Solutions. 

“We tried to put together a proposal that addressed what you 
guys pointed out as a concern,” Cheatham -who also serves as 
mayor of Greensburg - told the Council. “First off is a needs 
assessment study. Then we want to go back and analyze audit 
reports and give you guys some ideas.” 

The assessment from Municipal Revenue Solutions will cost

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Sheriff Requests New 
Cruisers At Fiscal Court

The Adair County Fiscal Court gathered in the Courthouse Annex 
basement Tuesday night for their regularly scheduled monthly 
meeting to present quarterly reports and attend to other business 
pertaining to the County. While the agenda had 20 items, the most 
thorough discussion dealt with item 12, the Sheriff’s Report. 

Adair County Sheriff Harrison Moss began his report as usual, 
listing the number of warrants served (74) during the month of 
September as well as the other day-to-day figures related to the 
sheriff’s office. Toward the end of the report, Moss informed the 
Court of the issue faced by his office. 

“We lost one car, which is something we probably need to talk 
about,” hej oked. That car was lost in an accident while being used, 
and its loss places the department in dire straights with regards to 
their fleet of vehicles. According to Moss, several of the cars have 
more than 160,000 miles on them, a large total for a vehicle used as

The biggest story in Adair County this week is 
the recently-implemented, court-ordered, 10- 
cent property tax instituted to help pay back 
Westlake Regional Hospital’s daunting debt. 

To the surprise of no one, the community has 
been generally negative in its response to the 
tax, as communities usually are anytime taxes 
go up. Some are taking it in stride, with the 
belief that we need a hospital more than we need 
a few extra dollars in our pockets, but the fact 
remains that the tax’s reception has been 
generally cool. 

It’s important to remember though that we 
didn’t have to get to this point. The tax could 
have been 63-percent lower, and it should have 
been. That was the tax that was instituted last 
year, 3.7 cents per $100 of assessed property, not 
10 cents. 

However, many in this community - 826 to be 
exact - ensured that the tax would be higher by 
signing petitions to recall the tax. The “plan” 
was for the tax to be put on the ballot for vote in 
2014, but we didn’t make it that far. Westlake’s 
debt has to be repaid, and a tax was the only 
viable option. 

My former editor, Paul Hayes, warned last 
year that if the tax is recalled, a court could hand 
down an even larger tax in the time between 
when petition signatures were collected and 
when the measure would go on the ballot in 
2014. Now, thanks to the ones who didn’t want 
to pay anything, everyone is paying more. 

Last year I encouraged people to not sign the 
petitions, but I understand why they did, in 
theory at least. We weren’tthe ones that 
mismanaged the hospital’s finances to the point 
that they recently became the first municipality 
in the state to file for Chapter Nine Bankruptcy, 
so why should we be the ones to pay it? We 
shouldn’t be, but we will be, and no petition was 
going to change that. 

I don’t mean to imply that anyone was wrong 
to sign the petitions. The idea was solid - we 
shouldn’t pay for someone else’s mistake. The 
only thing is, we were going to pay for this 
mistake, one way or another, no matter what. 
That’s what happens when municipalities 
accumulate debt - the taxpayers are left with the 
burden. 

This is all in the past though, so the best we 
can hope for now is that the money generated 
from the even-higher tax provides some relief to 
the years-long financial strain the hospital has 
been dealing with. An additional $570,000 a 
year won’t pave the hallways of Westlake with 
gold, and it won’t even guarantee fiscal stability, 
but it will surely help. 

The higher tax will generate $310,000 more 
per year than the 3.7-cent tax would have, so 
I’m sure the hospital board is happy that so 
many ill-informed Adair County residents 
signed those petitions and ensured a much 
steeper court-ordered tax - they knew this was 
coming. 

With everyone so upset about the tax - andall 
you need to do is check any form of social 
media to prove that this is something people are 
extremely angry about -1 was surprised at the 
lack of public conversation about it. Not a 
single citizen that wasn’t media or affiliated 
with Westlake attended the meeting when the 
hospital board approved the tax. Not one citizen 
addressed the tax at Tuesday night’s Fiscal Court 
meeting either. Here at the Progress, we haven’t 
gotten a single letter to the editor about the tax. 
Never mind though, we’ll find something else to 
feign outrage about soon enough.

Coomer, Eugene, a surgeon at Pittsburg, Kansas. 

Cooper, Victor, was a chiropractor at Columbia. 

Corbin, Allen Triplett, native of Adair, son of A.B. and Emma 
Triplett Corbin, bom in 1933, graduate of University of 
Louisville, has practiced in KY and GA. 

Cravens, James, psychiatrist at Bellevue Hospital, New York 
City. 

Cunningham, James R., bom about 1848, began practicing 
about 1870; resided at Webb’s Crossroads in Russell County, but 
had a large practice in Adair, Casey and Russell Counties in the 
1880s and 1890s. 

Curd, Thomas H., bom Calloway County, KY 3 January 1849, 
son of James H. and Elizabeth Frazer Curd, of Adair County. He 
moved to Adair County in 1872. He was town marshal of 
Columbia one year, studied medicine under Dr. Melvin Rhorer, 
attended University of Louisville and was graduated in 1879. 
Practiced medicine at Columbia and Camp Knox, then moved to 
Middlesboro in the 1890’s where he died in 1930.

no more than $4,800, and 
Cheatham was confident that he 
can save the City of Columbia 
much more, which is a priority 
for the Council since Columbia 
projects to spend approx. 
$200,000 more than in brings in 
for the current fiscal year. 

“We want to take all this 
information and make 
recommendations for revenue as 
well as expenditures,” Cheatham 
said. 

Councilor Robert Flowers 
stated that slashing expenditures 
might prove difficult since the 
City has already trimmed most 
of the fat from their budget. 

“We have cut our expenses to 
the bare bone,” Flowers said, 
adding that any additional cuts 
would interfere with city 
services for residents. 

The solution, while not 
necessarily eminent but the most 
viable revenue-generating idea 
that was presented, appears to be 
the implementation of an 
occupational tax, which 
wouldbe paid by anyone who 
works or does business in 
Columbia, including out-of- 
town wholesalers, contractors, 
and other businesses that might 


only be in the area occasionally. 

Councilor Craig Dean asked 
if the majority of towns the size 
of Columbia had occupational 
taxes, and Cheatham said they 
do. 

“Until the state and federal 
government gives us other 
options, [the occupational tax] is 
the only game in town,” 
Cheatham said. 

Brent Billingsley, the city’s 
auditor, offered his opinion to 
the Council at the end of 
Cheatham’s presentation. 

Billingsley noted the expected 
$200,000 deficit for 2013-2014, 
and recommended to the 
Council that they enter into 
contract with Municipal 
Revenue. 

“You’re going to have to look 
for additional alternative sources 
of revenue,” Billingsley said 
plainly. 

While all six councilors voted 
to partner with the company, 
there were differing ideas as to 
what the end goal should be. 
Councilors Linda Waggener and 
Charles Grimsley saw the 
contract as an opportunity to 
construct a long-term plan for 
the city, complete with aesthetic 


enhancements downtown, while 
Robert Flowers and June Parson 
were more focused on 
immediate implications. 

“Our goal right now is 
solvency,” Flowers lamented. 

Cheatham said that a report 
would be prepared for the 
Council by Dec. 1. 

In other business at Monday’s 
meeting the Council: 

•Approved the purchase of a 
mini excavator at the 
recommendation of Gas 
Superintendent Ronald Cook. 

“Our old backhoe is just worn 
out,” Cook told the Council, 
adding that a mini-excavator is 
more suited for the Gas Dept.’s 
work anyway. He said that he 
had found one for $43,584, at 
zero-percent interest for five 
years. Technically, the mini will 
be leased, not purchased, but 
after the five years are up the 
City will have the option of 
retaining ownership of the 
machine. 

Dr. Ronald Rogers made the 
motion to purchase the 
excavator, Robert Flowers 
seconded, the rest of the Council 
voted approvingly.

around $570,000 per year—a 
much needed boost for an entity 
battling to escape from the 
financial albatross left by 
previous mismanagement. 

“This is the thing that really 
starts to help,” Chairman Pyles 
said. “There was no deal cut for 
this tax money. It’s all coming in 
to the hospital. We should have 
several hundred thousand dollars 
coming in. I think deep down we 
knew we’d need some type of 
tax revenue to help.” 

Such revenue was nearly a 
reality a year ago when a 3.7 
cents per $100 of assessed value 
tax was recalled by a Sept, 
petition signed by 826 Adair 
County citizens. It should be 
noted that the new order, nearly 
triple that of the initial tax, was 
passed down from Judge Tapp, 
and that the Hospital Board 
asked for the 10-cent rate—the 
minimum allowed by the order. 

“It could have been much 
higher,” Gold said. “Personal 
items like watercraft could have 
been just about as high as we 
wanted to go, too. Morally and 
philosophically, I don’t think we 
wanted to impose anymore 
burden than we absolutely had 


to.” 

“As it stands, it’s less than 
$10 per month if you have a 
$100,000 home,” Gold added. 
“That’s a small cost to have a 
hospital.” 

Board CFO David Hayes, 
who was also present for the 
meeting, echoed those 
statements, expanding on the 
financial implications that losing 
the hospital would have on the 
community. 

“The Hospital has a $9.9 
million payroll for 245 
employees,” he said. “That’s a 
lot of money and a lot of jobs, 
and that’s a pretty good benefit 
to the community. “ 

“It’s also important for 
everyone in the community to 
have those services available,” 
Hayes continued. “That could be 
your mom, your dad, your aunt, 
your uncle, your brother, your 
sister or anyone else that needs 
the hospital.” 

Even with the implementation 
of the tax, Pyles made it clear 
that the Hospital and the Board 
are not relaxing in their duties. 

“We’re still doing everything 
we can to make this an efficient 
operation,” he said. “It’s nice to 


know we have some cash flow 
and this extra ability to come to 
the table and show how much 
money we’re going to have to 
work with, but it all has to be 
used wisely.” 

The Board said it has no 
timetable for a complete escape 
from its debt, but admitted that 
the filing of the Chapter Nine 
reorganization and the weight of 
the federal courts, along with 
this new tax, have placed 
Westlake in a better financial 
position. 

Despite the massive 
significance, the meeting lasted 
only 13 minutes, with all Board 
members, as well as CFO 
Hayes, assistant CFO Tammy 
Curry, Magistrate Harold 
Burton, Plant Maintenance 
Supervisor John Speer and Adair 
County PVA W.M. Feese, Jr. No 
concerned citizens were in 
attendance, even given the initial 
flare-up of public opposition to 
the tax. 

“Hopefully this will help with 
that,” Gold said of the increased 
dispersing of information about 
the tax. “It could have been 
much higher, and this is a small 
price to pay to have a hospital.”

Those Were The Days

Kentucky is often ranked #49 or #50 
in education, income, poverty and a 
long list of other areas. I have always 
countered these statistics by stating 
there’s one area in which we are number 
one: we have the best hand surgeons in 
the world. 

The late hand surgeon Dr. Harold 
Kleinert reattached both severed arms of 
a tin miner forty years ago in Louisville. 

Then, he and his partner Dr. Joseph 
Kutz, went on to establish and perform 
some of the most amazing miracles in 
modern medicine: taking the foot of a Chinese astronaut and 
making it into a hand, taking the hands of a man who had died, 
reattaching them to an Indiana dentist.. .the list goes on and on. 

Many Adair County residents have had surgery by Kleinert and 
Kutz, where years ago their team of hand surgeons at Jewish 
Hospital was actively in surgery 24 hours a day. Today, many 
Kentucky newspapers are telling Harold Kleinert stories. 

Kleinert died this week at 91 years old. He is known for his 
innovations in hand surgery as well as for teaching several thousand 
hand surgeons from all over the world. 

I was fortunate to know and to have been treated by both of these 
brilliant medical pioneers. Some 25 years ago, we kept the old 
Adair Memorial Hospital open every night ‘til midnight every day 
of the year. Late one night my left hand was caught in a door, 
amputating the end of my left middle finger. My loyal nurse, Janice 
England Corbin, put a dressing on my hand and I finished seeing 
my patients. We then spent the rest of the night repairing my hand. 
We found a chisel and a hammer and were able to reconstruct my 
fractured finger. Then the digit of this finger was sewn back on 
allowing my finger to heal nicely. However, Jan insisted several 
months later that I go to Dr. Kleinert to see if he could improve my 
job. He looked at our x-rays and at my hand stating, “You sure had 
one heck of an injury, Phil. Who’s doing hand surgery in Columbia 
these days?” When I told him I had done it myself, he laughed until 
he almost cried. Then he had me promise not to tell anyone I had 
performed the surgery. “If you do, you’ll put me out of business,” 
he teased. 

On another occasion I had severe circulatory problems with my 
diabetic legs. I searched everywhere seeking relief for my painful 
and electrified legs. I called and met Dr. Joseph Kutz at the Jewish 
Hospital Emergency Room. Although not prepared to be admitted, 
he had me call my insurance company for authorization. My 
insurance told me they had a contract with Norton’s not Jewish. 
Kutz wanted me to go to Jewish. The insurance person asked, 
“What does Jewish have that Norton’s does not?” 

I turned to Kutz asking, “What does Jewish have that Norton’s 
does not?” He answered, “H.B.O.” Feeling dumb, I replied to the 
insurance person, “H.B.O.” 

The insurance person was irritated and said, “Look, we are 
discussing treatment for your legs, not types of cable TV.” 

Kutz told me, “Tell them H.B.O. is Hyperbaric Oxygen, a 
chamber to see if we can improve your legs’ circulation.” 

Kutz later put me in H.B.O. where I floated weightless, blowing 
out both of my eardrums in the process. Dr. Kutz never let me live 
down my exchange with Humana’s insurance man. 

I thought sharing these notes about the two most famous 
physicians in Kentucky might be of interest. Although awesome in 
their contributions and reputation, these were two of the kindest, 
most personable, most considerate individuals I have ever known. 

If I am fortunate enough to see Sandra Bullock and George 
Clooney in their new movie “Gravity,” I’m sure it will bring back 
memories of my H.B.O. experience and the two wonderful 
physicians in Louiville.

Those who live in areas prone to wildfires can 
help safeguard their homes by clearing flammable vegetation, and 
they should plan for emergencies by building a supply kit and talking 
with their families about a communications plan and evacuation 
routes. Every American should install working smoke detectors on 
each level of their home and remember to test them monthly. It is 
also essential to develop and practice evacuation plans twice a year. 
Because fire spreads rapidly and poisonous, disorienting smoke moves 
even quicker, families should design plans that allow for the quickest 
possible exit. To learn more about taking precautions against fires, 
visit.

Home Fires 

•In 2011, U.S. fire departments responded to 370,000 home 
structure fires. These fires caused 13,910 civilian injuries, 2,520 
civilian deaths, $6.9 billion in direct damage. 

•On average, seven people die in U.S. home fires per day. 

•Cooking is the leading cause home fires and home fire 
injuries, followed heating equipment. Smoking is a leading 
cause of civilian home fire deaths. 

•Most fatal fires kill one or two people. In 2011, 12 home 
fires killed five or more people resulting in a total of 67 deaths. 

Cooking 

•U.S. Fire Departments responded to an estimated annual 
average of 156,600 cooking-related fires between 2007-2011, 
resulting in 400 civilian deaths, 5,080 civilian injuries and $853 
million in direct damage. 

•Two of every five home fires start in the kitchen. 

•Unattended cooking was a factor in 34% of reported home 
cooking fires. 

•Two-thirds of home cooking fires started with ignition of 
food or other cooking materials. 

•Ranges accounted for the 58% of home cooking fire 
incidents. Ovens accounted for 16%. 

•Children under five face a higher risk of non-fire burns 
associated with cooking than being burned in a cooking fire. 

•Microwave ovens are one of the leading home products 
associated with scald burn injuries not related to fires. Nearly 
half (44%) of the microwave oven injuries seen at emergency 
rooms in 2011 were scald burns. 

•Clothing was the item first ignited in less than 1% of home 
cooking fires, but these incidents accounted for 16% of the 
cooking fire deaths. 

Heating 

•The leading factor contributing to heating equipment fires 
was failure to clean, principally creosote from solid fueled 
heating equipment, primarily chimneys. 

•Portable or fixed space heaters, including wood stoves, were 
involved in one-third (32%) of home heating fires and four out 
of five (80%) home heating deaths. 

•Half of home heating fire deaths resulted from fires caused 
by heating equipment too close to things that can burn, such as 
upholstered furniture, clothing, mattresses or bedding. 

•In most years, heating is the second leading cause of home 
fires, fire deaths, and fire injuries. Fixed or portable space 
heaters are involved in about 4 out of 5 heating fire deaths. 

Smoking Materials 

•During 2007-2011 smoking materials caused an estimated 
17,900 home structure fires, resulting in 580 deaths, 1,280 
injuries and $509 million in direct property damage, per year. 

•Sleep was a factor in one-third of the home smoking material 
fire deaths. 

•Possible alcohol impairment was a factor in one in five of 
home smoking fire deaths. 

•In recent years, Canada and the United States have required 
that all cigarettes sold must be “fire safe,” that is have reduced 
ignition strength and less likely to start fires. 


space heater, air conditioning equipment water heater and range. 

•Electrical failure or malfunctions caused an average of 
almost 50,000 home fires per year, resulting in roughly 450 
deaths and $1.5 billion in direct property damage. 

Candles 

•During 2007-2011 candles caused 3% of home fires, 4% of 
home fire deaths, 7% of home fire injuries and 6% of direct 
property damage from home fires. 

•On average, there are 32 home candle fires reported per day. 

•Roughly one-third of these fires started in the bedroom; 
however, the candle industry found that only 13% of candle 
users burn candles in the bedroom most often. 

•More than half of all candle fires start when things that can 
burn are too close to the candle. 


Escape Planning 

•According to an NFPA survey, only one-third of Americans 
have both developed and practiced a home fire escape plan. 

•Almost three-quarters of Americans do have an escape plan; 
however, more than half never practiced it. 

•One-third of Americans households who made and estimate 
they thought they would have at least 6 minutes before a fire in 
their home would become life threatening. The time available is 
often less. And only 8% said their first thought on hearing a 
smoke alarm would be to get out! 


Smoke Alarms 

•Almost two-thirds (62%) of reported home fire deaths 
resulted from fires in homes with no smoke alarms or no 
working smoke alarms. 

•Working smoke alarms cut the risk of dying in reported home 
fires in half. 

In fires considered large enough to activate the smoke alarm, 
hardwired alarms operated 92% of the time, while battery 
powered alarms operated only 77% of the time.

Commemorating Fire Prevention Week 


Fire Prevention Week was 
established to commemorate the 
Great Chicago Fire, the tragic 
1871 conflagration that killed 
more than 250 people, left 
100,000 homeless, destroyed 
more than 17,400 structures and 
burned more than 2,000 acres. 
The fire began on October 8, but 
continued into and did most of 
its damage on October 9,1871. 

Commemorating A 
Conflagration 

According to popular legend, 
the fire broke out after a cow - 
belonging to Mrs. Catherine 
O’Leary - kicked over a lamp, 
setting first the barn, then the 
whole city on fire. Chances are 
you’ve heard some version of 
this story yourself; people have 
been blaming the Great Chicago 
Fire on the cow and Mrs. 
O’Leary, for more than 130 
years. But recent research by 
Chicago historian Robert 
Cromie has helped to debunk 
this version of events. 

The ‘Moo’ Myth 

Like any good story, the ‘case 
of the cow’ has some truth to it. 
The great fire almost certainly 
started near the barn where Mrs. 
O’Leary kept her five milking 
cows. But there is no proof that 
O’Leary was in the barn when 
the fire broke out - or that a 


jumpy cow sparked the blaze. 
Mrs. O’Leary herself swore that 
she’d been in bed early that 
night, and that the cows were 
also tucked in for the evening. 

But if a cow wasn’t to blame 
for the huge fire, what was? 
Over the years, journalists and 
historians have offered plenty of 
theories. Some blamed the blaze 
on a couple of neighborhood 
boys who were near the barn 
sneaking cigarettes. Others 
believed that a neighbor of the 
O’Leary’s may have started the 
fire. Some people have 
speculated that a fiery meteorite 
may have fallen to earth on 
October 8, starting several fires 
that day - in Michigan and 
Wisconsin, as well as in 
Chicago. 

The biggest blaze that 
weekWhile the Great Chicago 
Fire was the best-known blaze to 
start during this fiery two-day 
stretch, it wasn’t the biggest. 
That distinction goes to the 
Peshtigo Fire, the most 
devastating forest fire in 
American history. The fire, 
which also occurred on October 
8th, 1871, and roared through 
Northeast Wisconsin, burning 
down 16 towns, killing 1,152 
people, and scorching 1.2 
million acres before it ended. 

Historical accounts of the fire 
say that the blaze began when 


Smoke Alarms 


•Smoke alarms cut the risk of 
dying in a reported fire in half. 

•Most homes (96%) have at 
least one smoke alarm (accord¬ 
ing to a 2008 telephone survey.) 

•Overall, three-quarters of ah 
U.S. homes have at least one 
working smoke alarm. 

•Each year, nearly 3,000 peo¬ 
ple die in U.S. home fires. 

•In 2003-2006, roughly two- 
thirds of home fire deaths 
resulted from home fires in 
homes with no smoke alarms or 
no working smoke alarms.- No 
smoke alarms were present in 
40% of the home fire deaths.- In 
23% of the home fire deaths, 
smoke alarms were present but 
did not sound. 

•In more than half of the 
reported home fires in which the 
smoke alarms were present but 
did not operate even though the 
fire was large enough, batteries 
were missing or disconnected. 
Nuisance alarms were the lead¬ 
ing reason for disconnected 
alarms. 

•More than half of the smoke 
alarms found in reported fires 


and two-thirds of the alarms 
found in homes with fire deaths 
were powered by battery only. 

•Most homes still have smoke 
alarms powered by battery only. 
In a 2007 American Housing 
Survey (AHS), 67% of the 
respondents who reported hav¬ 
ing smoke alarms said they were 
powered by battery only. 

•In a 2008 telephone survey, 
only 12% knew that smoke 
alarms should be replaced every 
10 years. 

•In fires considered large 
enough to activate a smoke 
alarm, hard-wired alarms oper¬ 
ated 91% of the time; battery- 
powered smoke alarms operated 
75% of the time. 

•Interconnected smoke alarms 
on all floors increase safety.- In 
a U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission (CPSC) survey of 
households with any fires, inter¬ 
connected smoke alarms were 
more likely to operate and alert 
occupants to a fire. (This 
includes fires in which the fire 
department was not called.)

several railroad workers clearing 
land for tracks unintentionally 
started a brush fire. Before long, 
the fast-moving flames were 
whipping through the area Tike 
a tornado,’ some survivors said. 
It was the small town of 
Peshtigo, Wisconsin that 
suffered the worst damage. 
Within an hour, the entire town 
had been destroyed. 

Eight Decades Of 
Fire Prevention 

Those who survived the 
Chicago and Peshtigo fires 
never forgot what they’d been 
through; both blazes produced 
countless tales of bravery and 
heroism. But the fires also 
changed the way that firefighters 
and public officials thought 
about fire safety. On the 40th 
anniversary of the Great 
Chicago Fire, the Fire Marshals 
Association of North America 
(today known as the 
International Fire Marshals 
Association), decided that the 
anniversary of the Great 
Chicago Fire should henceforth 
be observed not with festivities, 
but in a way that would keep the 
public informed about the 
importance of fire prevention. 
The commemoration grew 
incrementally official over the 
years. 

In 1920, President Woodrow 
Wilson issued the first National 
Fire Prevention Day 
proclamation, and since 1922, 
Fire Prevention Week has been 
observed on the Sunday through 
Saturday period in which 
October 9 falls. According to the 
National Archives and Records 
Administration’s Library 

Information Center, Fire 



Prevention Week is the longest 
running public health and safety 
observance on record. The 
President of the United States 
has signed a proclamation 
proclaiming a national 
observance during that week 
every year since 1925.

Adair County 4-H Program: 

A YEAR IN REVIEW 


2012-2013 was a very busy year for the Adair County 
4-H program. During the past year there were 1700 youth 
who were enrolled I 4-H activities. Youth from ages 6-19 
years old were involved in the 4-H program. Many of 
these club were in school club and the Horse Club , 
Shooting Sports, Livestock, and Clover Buds, just to 
name a few. 

During the year there were several activities for youth 
to be involved in. Some of the activities were: Talk Meet, 
Demonstration Contest, Horse Shows, Livestock Projects, 
County and State Fair exhibits, and the Country Ham 
Project, just to name a few. 

In September a Progressive Farmer Farm and Home 
Safety Camp was held for the 1st and 5th graders in the 
county. There were over 350 youth who participated in 
the camp. The youth went to 8 different safety booths to 
learn about safety on the farm and at home. During the 
year, 4-H’ers conducted monthly club meetings and had 
an educational program during each meeting. This past 
year the educational programs dealt with robotics, 
environmental programs, communications skills, and 
leadership development. 

The Horse Club has conducted Fun Horse Shows in 
October, in November attended the North American 
Livestock Show Rodeo and held monthly educational 
meeting related to horses. In April members of the Horse 
club participate in the District V Horse Camp and District 
Horse Show. This year the horse club had five youth who 
qualified for the State 4-H Horse show in July. Four of the 
youth participated in the State show and did very well. 

The Shooting Sports club has been very active. In April 
members attended the State Shooting Sports Camp, held a 
County Shoot in June and August, and participated in 
State Shoot in September.

Late Planted 
Soybeans for Hay? 

The jury is still out as to 
whether some of the very late 
planted soybeans will reach 
maturity before frost. For 
soybean crops that do not reach 
maturity before frost, harvesting 
for hay is one salvage option. 

If harvested in a leafy stage 
before the leaves start to yellow, 
soybean hay averages 12-15% 
protein and 55-60% TDN. 
Many factors should be taken 
into consideration before 
deciding to harvest soybeans for 
forage. It is important to 
consider the value of the 


soybean grain yield versus the 
forage yield. Understand the 
feeding quality and nutritive 
value along with current 
livestock needs. 

Pesticides that have been 
applied to the crop can 
negatively affect animals. 
Certain pesticides have no 
restrictions while others have 
recommended waiting periods 
after the last application for safe 
feeding, and others make the 
crop unsafe for forage use after 
any application. Be sure to read 
pesticide labels before deciding 
to harvest soybeans crops for 
forage. 

Soybean hay would best be 
stored if harvested wet (approx.

50% moisture) and then plastic 
wrapped. For plantings with 
thick tough stems, an additional 
1-2 layer of plastic may be 
needed to prevent holes. 

Last, soybeans may cause 
bloat. Mixing rations with grass 
hay or stockpiled pastures will 
reduce this risk. 

Quick Tips On 
Fall Lawn Care 

Taking care of your lawn 
during Fall is as important as it 
is during Spring and Summer, 
even more so for lawns with 
cool-season grasses such as 
Kentucky Bluegrass and Tall 
Fescue. Nearly all fertilizers and 
broadleaf herbicides should be 
applied in the Fall. 

Fertilizing your lawn in the 
Fall will help it grow stronger, 
thicker and greener. Cool-season 
grasses should be fertilized with 
nitrogen in late October and 
again in four to six weeks. Use 
either farm fertilizers such as 
ammonium nitrate or urea, or 
use specialty fertilizers found in 
garden centers. The normal rate 
is 1 to 1.5 pounds of nitrogen 
per 1,000 square feet of lawn. 
Remember to spread it evenly 
over your lawn. A soil test can 
be conducted to determine if 
lime, phosphorus and/or 
potassium are needed. 

If broadleaf weeds such as 
clover, dandelion, plantain and 
chickweed are growing in your 
lawn, Fall is the best time of 
year to get them under control. A 
variety of products are sold in 
garden centers that are labeled 
for control of these weeds. For 
the best results, make 
application on any relatively 
warm day in October or 
November. 

Remember to continue 
mowing your lawn as long as 
the grass is growing. You might 
want to lower the height in the 
fall to 1.5 to 2 inches. This tends 
to keep the grass greener longer 
in the winter and will help the 
lawn to green up earlier the next 
spring. It might even help 
increase turf density.

Looking to right the ship after back-to-back losses, the Indians 
made the trek to Edmonson County on Friday night to take on the 
2-4 Wildcats. Turnovers, offensive miscues and defensive lapses 
cost the Tribe a chance to get back on track, however, and they fell 
to Edmonson 35-6. 

“We have a lot of new people in new places,” Head Coach Travis 
Gay said of the Adair mid-season adjustments following the loss. 
“We were out several starters.” 

The Adair performance was rocky from the start, as the opening 
possession of the game stalled inside their own 20 and a Brandon 
Burton punt was blocked. Edmonson recovered at the two yard line, 
and two plays later, the Wildcat quarterback plowed his way into 
the endzone for an early 7-0 lead. 

The squads would trade punts, and Adair looked to reverse the 
field position battle, but a fumble after a gain of 11 on an inside 
handoff left Edmonson in striking distance again. An untouched 
scamper off the right tackle for another touchdown followed a gain 
of six on first down. The extra point was good again, and 
Edmonson led 14-0. 

After another series of punts pinned Adair inside its own 10 yard 
line, the Indians went three-and-out, allowing a Wildcat take over at 
the 43 after a good bounce on the punt. Edmonson remained in its 
power running formation, blasting ahead for a gain of 17 on third 
and seven, following that with an inside handoff for five more yards 
and capping it off with a 30-yard score after three broken tackles by 
the Wildcat tailback. The 21-0 margin would remain the same as 
Edmonson took a knee to send the contest to halftime on their next 
possession. 

To begin the third, the Indians tried an onside kick, but the home 
squad fell on the ball near midfield and started the second half with

strong field position once more. Adair lineman Austin Horton blew 
up a run attempt on first down, and the Indian secondary disrupted a 
slant pass on third down to force a punt. 

The punt, however, was muffed by the Tribe, allowing Edmonson 
to take over inside the nine yard line. Two more power runs later, 
the Wildcats found the endzone and pushed the lead to 28-0. 

Adair would finally answer. Adam Harris returned the ensuing 
kickoff to the 31 yard line, and after a stuffed rushing attempt on 
first down, senior QB-WR duo Jake Hixson and Ethan Brown 
connected for a 12-yard completion to move the sticks. Two carries 
by freshman Lonnie Grant, one catch by Daquan Smith and four 
Hixson keepers later, Jake stretched across the goalline from eight 
yards out for the first Adair score of the contest. The Tribe would 
go for two, but the pass fell harmlessly to the grass and the 
scoreboard read 28-6, home team. 

Another onside kick followed the Indian breakthrough, but the 
trickery was yet again handled by the Wildcats, taking over at their 
own 45 yard line.

With those 
performances, the future is bright for the Lady Indians. 

“Next year, Madison, Hailey and Lauren are definitely going to shock some people,” Sneed said. “There’s some real talent with those 
three, and they have the love of the game to go with it.”

Last week I joined the rest of the 
civilized world in making fun of Lane 
Kiffen for continually being promoted 
despite his non-existent personality and 
putrid track record (or reverse the 
adjectives if it’s funnier to you). This 
week, the crosshairs move to two QBs 
who each fall somewhere within the 
Lane Kiffen spectrum as far as track 
records are concerned. 

To begin, I have to include a bit of news. I have to include a bit 
of news because many of you reading this many have no idea who 
the first of these quarterbacks actually is without a bit of context 
provided. Matt Flynn was cut by the Oakland Raiders on Monday 
morning, after Terrelle Pryor’s solid performance against the 
Chargers on Sunday night. 

Pryor, a former Ohio State Buckeye who was drafted by the club 
in the NFL Supplemental Draft (yes, that exists) after being ruled 
ineligible due to impermissible benefits in college, has ascended 
from total lottery ticket-type gamble based on his ridiculous 
athleticism to become the apparent franchise leader by the Bay. 

That leaves Flynn the odd man out—again. You see, it all started 
at LSU. Flynn was the backup to college star, freakish talent and 
eventual first overall pick JaMarcus Russell. He parlayed that gig 
into being a seventh-round draft choice by the Green Bay Packers, 
who figured his physical strength, heady play and SEC pedigree 
was worth a last-round flier. In camp, Flynn beat out former 
Louisville QB Brian Brohm for the backup job to franchise QB 
Aaron Rodgers and made his first career start two years later when 
Rodgers was not cleared medically to play in a week. Flynn went 
23-for-37 for 254 yards and three TDs in his first start. 

Of course, Flynn returned to the pine the following week upon 
Rodgers’ return, and remained there until the final regular season 
game of the 2011 season. With homefield advantage clinched, the 
Packers rested Rodgers to prevent risking an injury. Flynn 
exploded, throwing for 480 yards and 6 scores, both records for a 
franchise that boasts Bart Starr, Brett Favre and Aaron Rodgers as 
QBs. 

That one game was enough for the Seattle Seahawks. Desperate 
for a QB, the Seahawks signed Flynn to a three year, $20 million 
contract with $9 million guaranteed three months after his 
mammoth outing. Despite his large contract and presumed 
stranglehold on the job due to the money he was owed and the high 
regard for him by the franchise, Flynn was beaten out in camp by 
rookie third round pick Russell Wilson, who went on to have an 
incredible first season for the team. 

Wilson’s success made Flynn and his contract a burden, and the 
Oakland Raiders, also desperate for a QB following the departure of 
Carson Palmer, were intrigued by Flynn’s performance in Green 
Bay as well. The Raiders traded two draft picks to Seattle for Flynn, 
and the starting job in Oakland was expected to be his. 

Yet again, however, Flynn found himself on the bench. Despite 
many believing he would never transition to an NFL caliber QB, 
Pryor bested Flynn for the starting spot, and after performing well 
early this season, the Raiders cut Flynn. In all, Flynn made more 
than $14 million for his two starts. Even Lane Kiffen is proud of 
that hourly rate. 

On the complete opposite end of the spectrum, Cowboys’ QB 
Tony Romo threw another late-game interception on Sunday 
afternoon. With the game tied against the unbeaten juggernaut 
Denver Broncos, the Cowboys took over inside their own 20. Romo 
promptly forced a pass to TE Jason Witten and former Wildcat 
lineback Danny Trevathan dove across and intercepted the pass, 
setting up the Broncos for a chip-shot field goal to win the game

51-48. 

As expected, the sports talk 
world salivated. Romo taunts 
and criticisms flooded the 
Internet and the airwaves, and 
the often maligned and 
polarizing Cowboys signal caller 
was facing outrage yet again. 

What seems to be forgotten, 
however, is that Romo racked up 
a preposterous 506 yards and six 
TDs in the game. He out-dueled 
Peyton Manning (who also 
threw an interception late in the 
contest), and posted a franchise 
record-breaking day. 

None of those stats matter. 
What matters is that Romo 
botched the hold on a field goal 
attempt in his first season as a 
starter that cost the Cowboys a 
playoff win against the 


Seahawks. What matters is that 
he’s never won a playoff game. 
Career totals of over 27,000 
yards and 190 TDs with a passer 
rating near 96 are all 
overshadowed by a few 
mistakes.

With Miles Austin sidelined, 
Williams caught tallied 156 
yards and a score. As you scour 
the waiver wire looking for a 
bye week fill in or a replacement 
for Julio Jones, that total output 
might look enticing and worth a 
grab and start. 

You’re half right. Williams is 
worth a grab while we wait to 
see how Austin’s health goes the 
rest of the way. He could be a 
serviceable flex option in that 
offensive attack. However, more 
than 80 of Williams’yards and 
his TD came on one long pass in 
which a Broncos DB thought he 
had broken up the play and 
apparently stopped running. 
With so many mouths ahead of 
Williams that Romo has to feed, 
it’s hard to bank on a big play 
like that each week to justify a 
start. 

Nick Foies, QB, 
Philadelphia Eagles: You’ve 
probably heard by now that 
Michael Vick will not start for 
the Eagles this week as they take 
on Tampa Bay. That leaves 
potential future franchise QB 
Nick Foies in line to start, and 
many fantasy owners (and 
Eagles fans) are excited about 
the “Foles-era” in Chip Kelly’s 
offense.

injury this week, going 16-25 
for 197 yards and two scores. 

But the Eagles play Tampa 
this week, and that means the 
Eagles’ biggest playmaker and 
likely Foies’ favorite target 
DeSean Jackson will be on 
Revis Island.

Most folks ’round here 
just call us Granny and 
Pa.” 

“How would you pups like some fresh baked bread 
with jam and cold milk?” Granny asked, making our 
mouths water. Closey, uh, Chloe and I already felt at 
home, making it easier to say goodbye to Mr. Tom. 

“This is the most delicious milk ever,” Chloe told 
Granny as we ate our snack. 

“It’s so rich and creamy,” I added, hoping Granny 
would offer me more. 

“It’s because it’s fresh,” Pa explained while Granny 
refilled my glass. 

“You mean you just bought it?” I asked, remembering 
to wipe my “milkstache.” 

“This didn’t come from a store, son. This came 
straight from Patty - that ol’ Holstein you saw when you 
pulled in,” Pa said. 

“You mean that bull?” I asked, making Pa and Granny 
look at each other and laugh aloud. 

“Finish your snack and I’ll show you around,” Pa said. 

Walking from the house to the barns, Pa told us about 
dairy farming in Kentucky. “Based on your comment 
about milk coming from a bull, I take it you aren’t 
familiar with dairy farming,” he said. “I’ll start at the 
beginning. Dairy farming is the process of harvesting 
milk from female cows -and sometimes goats and sheep 
too. Here in Kentucky, there are about 900 licensed 
dairy farms with approximately 70,000 milk cows. The 
most popular milk cow is the Holstein followed by the 
Jersey cow. See the black and white cow over 
yonder?”Pa asked, pointing up ahead. “That’s a 
Holstein. And that brown cow with a white muzzle and 
black nose is our Jersey cow.” 

“What’s that big brown cow with the fuzzy ears?” 
Chloe asked. 

“That’s our Brown Swiss,” Granny said. 

“This is our milking barn,” Pa continued. “We milk 
every morning and every night. It takes about three to 
five minutes per cow to get all her milk. Each cow 
produces about 6 gallons a day. Kentucky ranks 27th in 


milk production.” 

“Why do you have all these big machines?” Chloe 
asked Pa. 

“It’s how we milk.” 

“I thought you used your paws, uh, I mean hands,” I 
said. 

“We did before all this new equipment came about. 
Would you doggies like to milk a cow?” 

After making sure our paws, the bucket, the cow and 
everything in between were clean, we were ready. Chloe 
sat on a milking stool underneath Gertie the Jersey cow 
while I sat on an upside-down bucket milking Bonnie 
the Brown Swiss. Following instructions, we kept a 
bucket between our knees and gently squeezed the 
udders of the cows. Before we knew it, we heard milk 
hitting our buckets. I felt something move across my 
leg. It was the gray kitty I’d seen earlier. 

“Go ahead and give Bunny a drink,” Pa said, referring 
to the cat. I was getting ready to hand my bucket to 
Bunny when Pa said, “Just squirt Bunny with the 
udder.” Obeying, I squirted Bunny, and she lapped the 
milk right from the cow’s udder. 

Seeing the milk, I was surprised and even more 
horrified as I looked in my bucket. I had made a major 
mistake and didn’t know how I was going to tell Granny 
and Pa!

harshly as a sheriff’s cruiser. 

The accident has forced one 
deputy to drive a car that is 
typically reserved only for the 
winter, and that was used as a 
back-up or spare car in 
emergency situations, leaving 
no room for error if another 
accident or malfunction occurs. 
Moss noted that they have also 
been double-timing cars due to 
the depleted fleet, a task that 
wears out even the newer cars 
very quickly. 

4 4 We need to figure out how 
we’re going to get more cars,” 
Moss said, adding that they 
need 44 at least two.” 

The Sheriff explained that he 
had researched bids and that 
some all-wheel drive Ford 
models had been found for 
around $31,000, a number 
slightly below the typical 35- 
45,000 dollar range. 

“Our budget is as tight as it’s 
been since I’ve been here,” 
County Judge-Executive Ann 
Melton said, explaining that due 
to delays from Frankfort and in 
the auditing process that the 
County is waiting on roughly 
$90,000 in funds it expected to 
have by now. “With our budget 
that tight, I’m not going to 
make this call by myself.” 

Members of the Court 
weighed in, and Melton 
mentioned that in the past, the 
Court has been able to obtain 
grants through Rural 
Development for around 
$35,000, enough to cover one 
of the new cruisers. Magistrate 
Billy Coffey suggested looking 
into the status of the cars, the 
available prices and the 
possibility of receiving the 
grant again, and taking further 
action when all of that 
information had been gathered. 
The Court agreed and no action 
was taken. 

The other primary item of 
business was a discussion of 
purchasing a new boom mower. 
Magistrate Joe Rogers had 
researched the issue for the 
Court, and presented his 
findings, including two bids for 
new tractors at $88,000 and 
$106,000. 

“I’ve talked to the Road 
Dept, and the tractor we’ve got 


is in really good shape,” Rogers 
said. 44 Aside from a few 
cosmetic things, it’s fine. If we 
do decide to trade it in, we can 
replace the hood and a few 
other small things and increase 
the trade value.” 

The Court discussed 
potentially addinga new arm to 
it, but the general sentiment 
seemed to be that purchasing a 
new tractor seemed unnecessary 
given the nearly-new shape of 
the current one, and that basic 
improvements and repairs 
seemed to be the better course 
of action. 

“We’re not going to have 
many years where we have the 
kind of rain we’ve had this year 
and where we have to do this 
kind of mowing,” Magistrate 
Sammy Baker said. 

In the end, the Court tabled 
the matter and no action was 
taken. 

In other news, the Fiscal 
Court: 

• Heard the Jailer’s Report 
from Jailer Rick Wilson in 
which Wilson explained that 
the Jail had recently been 
inspected and received no 
issues of non-compliance for 
the second time in a row, and 
that the jail’s garden had 
saved over $5,000 for the 
department. 

• Granted nunc pro tunc 
approval for a grant 
application through the Dept, 
of Homeland Security to 
replace the current Viper 
communication system used 
by the Kentucky State Police. 
Judge-Executive Melton filed 
the grant without Court 
approval due to approaching 
deadlines in order to prevent 
the Court from losing the 
$70,000 grant. 

• Heard a quarterly report in 
which the Adair County 911 
had been over-charged by 
approximately $40,000 by 
AT&T, who had charged the 
911 for two lines and four 
servers each month while the 
department had only been 
using half of that number. 
Melton told the Court she had 
refused an AT&T deal to 
provide the debt as future 
credit and instead asked for a 


check for the sum. 

• Accepted an order for the 
recently implemented hospital 
tax and agreed to print and 
send out the second set of 
bills pertaining to the tax, at 
the expense of the Hospital 
District. 

• Heard recommendations for 

appointments to the Parks and 
Recreation Board. Melton 
suggested both Bobby Bowe 
and Tommy Steele for re¬ 
appointment and another four- 
year term. The Court 
approved the 

recommendation. 

• Went into a 45-minute 

executive session under KRS 
Provision 61.810 (f) for 

“Discussions which might 
lead to the appointment, 
discipline, or dismissal of an 
individual employee,” but 
made no mention of any name 
or position prior to the session 
and provided no information 
or commentary following the 
session. 

Magistrates from Districts 1, 

3, 4, 5, 6 and 7 were present. 

District 2 Magistrate Daryl Flatt 

was not in attendance.
